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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Tlie claims as now amended present limitations not previouisly presented during prosecution and thus, change 
the scope of the originally-filed claims. 



Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues, "Carlisle does not consider his 
dressing as a substitute for a biological dressing, but rather as a preparation for it." This was not persuasive since the particular use of the 
dressing does not impart a patentable distinction, over the dressing of Carlisle, which employs the same components as those desired by 
Applicant. Applicant argues, "Example 1 shows that the dressing remained in place for 14 days". This was not persuasive since the 
specific features of Example 1 are not recited in the instant claims; the claims are more generic in scope and do not require any specific 
time frame with regards to duration of application of the dressing. Applicant's argument that "Calisle teaches a dressing having limited 
compressibility, while Dyer's dressing is a foam, which is highly compressible" was not persuasive. Both references are drawn to the same 
field of endeavor (i.e., absorbent articles for wound dressings). The secondary reference of Dyer, relied upon for demonstrating vertical 
wicking capacity (i.e., at least about 40 g/g), amply fills the deficiency of Carlisle. Further for the reasons advanced in the Final Office 
Action dated 06/06/08, Applicant's arguments were not held persuasive. 
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
